“eommittee ot the Commerce Comnyttee appointed 
to consider the retaliatory measures growing out 
of the prohipition of American pork Dy France 
and Germany, will report the following to the full 
committee, asking its presentation to the House 
for immediate passage: 

Whereas, The Government of the German Em- 
pire and the Republic of France have seen fit to 
prohibit the importation of the American hog 
product upon the unproven assumption that they 
were deleterious to public health, aud, 

Whereas, Saia Government of the German Em- 
pire has declined aa invitation of the President 
of the United States to send its own experts to 
this country, for the purpose of examining the 
quality and manner of marketing our hog 
products; 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that the importation of any 
imports which, upon the advice of competent e x- 
perts, the President shall hold to be injurious to 
the public health, coming from those countries. 
which, upon the same grounds, prohibit the im- 
portation of any American goods or product, is 
hereby prohibited.

The plan pro- 
posed for co-operation some ten years ago be- 
tween the Northern and the then indecpénudent 
synod of Missvuri was presented by the Southern 
Synod. The leading articles in that plan are as 
follows: 

I. To secure and maintain the desired co-opera- 
tion it is essential that there be entire mutual con- 
fidence, that hearty support De given to the plan 
adopted, and that neither party entertalu a 
thought of superior self-auvantage. 

2. Toestabiish tuis couftidence and to insure 
this support, the arraugement made must be 
equitable beyond question, and must clearly rec- 
ognize the equaiity of the purties. And It 
shoul be remembered, that the college, with its 
endowment at the tine of the divison of the 
Synod, wasthe common property of the parties 
tu this negotiation. 

It is allugether probable that the adjustment 
will be tm accordance with the above priucipies. 
Westminister College has now an endowment of 
$75,000 and five professors. At the aflernoon ses- 
sion the articies In the old plan were discussed at 
some lepeth, uftor which the meeting adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow moruibg.

A New Company to be Formed on the Co- 
Operative Plan.

A project is bow on 
foot among citizens to organize a co-operative 
street sprinkling company. The company is to 
have a capital stock of $15,000, and the shares are 


to be made so sinall that householders can easily 
buy them. Several well Known = gentlemen 
are at the head of this project and will no 
doubt push itibrough, If the company ts tormed 
& Man thoroughiv experienced in the business of 
spriukling streets will be placed in charge of the 
operating part of it, and citizens will then have 
their sprinkling done for 25 per 
cent less Luan what they pay now. 
The monopoly companies will begin 
iu a few days to make ihe year’s contracts for 
street sprinkling, and about the same time can- 
vassers for the new company will be abroad. It 
would be well for those who have sprinkling to 
be done to wait until the new company has de- 
clared its intentions.

The latest visible supply shows a @ecrease of 
500,000 bushels in wheat, 90,500 bushels in corn, 
217,000 bushels in oats, 48,000 bushels In rye.—— 
The amount of wheat on passage for Europe 
has decreased 40,000 bushels, and corn 560,- 
000 bushels.——The total amount of wheat in 
this country east of the Rockies, and on passage 
January 12 was 53,885,000 bushels, against 54,426,- 
000 bushels January 5; corn was 12,030,000 bushels 
on January 12, against 12.680,000 bushels on Jan- 
uary 5.—The 690,000 bushels decrease in New 
York stocks of wheat was caused by the floating 
of the wheat posted last week,the bulk of which is 
still unsold, laying in lighters in the harbor, so 
Car uth & Allien write. Itis probable, therefore, 
that most of the decrease in the visible is due to 
the same reason. This wheat was loaded into 
boats to give it an airing, much as an invalid is 
ordered to leave town for achange of air to do 
him good. It developes that, of the large ex- 
ports of wheat noted from New York the other 
day, most of it was posted wheat that was shipped 
on owners’ account to Lisbon. that market offer- 


ing better inducements for a speculative ventnre.

THE unanimous action of the House Com- 
mittee on Public Lands in declaring the for- 
feiture of the Texas Pacific grant, is a well- 
timed rebuke of the startling decision ren- 
dered by Attorney-General BREWSTER in 
the “Backbone” land grant case. That grant 
was made to aid the construction of the New 
Orleans, Baton Rouge and Vicksburg Rail- 
road, but the grantee company let the time 
go by without making a single motion to- 
wards the commencement of the work, or 
manifesting any intention todoit. Indeed, 
the company itself was a fraud, being com- 
posed of Senator BARNuM of Connecticut 
and his son, who held the grant for sale to 
the highest bidder until they found a pur- 
chaser at jast in the New Orleans and Pa- 
cific, a company whose line is on the other 
side of the river, and runs ata right angle 
to the proposed line. Yet Attorney-General 
BREWSTER directed the Land Office that the 
sale by BARNUM, in the absence of any dec- 
laration of forfeiture, conveyed a valid titie 
in the land to the othercompany. There is 
every reason to believe that this decision 
was made to cover not only that case, but 
HUNTINGTON’S claim to the Texas Pacific 
lands, and all other grabs depending on the 
conveyance of unearned grants by bogus or 
failing companies. 


THERE has been more or less talk about a 
postal telegraph as a means of restraining 
the Western Union monopoly by competition 
and extending the convenience of tele- 
graphic communication. This talk has 
taken the practical shape of a bill introduced 
by Senator DAWES to create one of the most 
monstrous monopolies yet conceived. The 
bill incorporates the United States Postal 
Telegraph Company with power to build 
new lines and to buy all existing lines at 
prices to be fixed by five disinterested per- 
sons, while other provisions put the Govern- 
ment and the Post Office at the mercy and 
under the control of the new monopoly, 
without any adequate guarantee of more 
extended facilities or more uniform and 
cheaper rates. Indeed, the charter seems to 
be an ingenious contrivance for transmuting 
watered stock into gold and enabling the 
existing monopoly to take possession -of 
everything and levy tribute on the people at 
will. It proposes just such a one-sided part- 
nership as the railroads and express com- 
panies would gladly enter into with the Goy- 
ernment of the United States.

« WAG6HINGTON January 17.—As the days pass 


and the average politician realizes thatthe Pres. 
idential Conventions are approaching, the stir in 
President-making ‘circles become more clearly 
visible. This is, perhaps, more perceptible on tha 
Republican side, because of the fact that the date 
and location of the convention are fixed in thug 
case, While with the Democrats the stir will nog 
come untilafter the meeting of the Executive 
Committee, and the fixing of a place therefor. On 
the Republican side, the Logan people seem to 
have suddenly become aware of the fact that it ig 
too early to start a boom, and matters bave quiet 
ed down very much in regard to that eentieman, 
Yet, he bas by no means forgotten that there is a 
convention inthe near future, and he is seeing 
that the lines are properly laid.

Something About the Carondelet 
Company. 


Its Charter-—A Suspicion That There is a 
Scheme on Hand—The Parties Interested. 


" At the meeting of the City Council this evening, 
the ordinance known as ‘the Water Gas bill,” 
will come upon the special order, and it is prob- 
able that it will be definitely disposed of one way 
or the orher. It is also probable that a resolution 
will be introdnecea, looking toward an investiga- 
tion into the affairs and the intentions of the O1- 
rondelet Gas Light Company. There are many 
prominent citizens, and among them some prom- 
inent city officials, who insist that there is a very 
black “nigger in the wood pile,” and the anticipat- 
ed discoveries may explain the severity with which 


the St. Louis Company looks upon the approach 
of 1890 and the dissolution of the tripartite agree- 
ment. Briefly put, the case is just this: The Ca- 
rondelet Gas Company havea contract with the 
city of St. Louis dating for thirty years from 1875. 
The ordtnances and contract do not, as is vs 
posed, limit them to any particular territory. In 
the tneanwhile the stock and control of the Ca- 
rondele: Company has passed into the hands of 
some of tiie same wealthy capitalists’who own the 
Si.Louis and the Leclede Gas companies, It is now 
sald that in 1890, woen the tripartite agreement is 
dissolved, that the Carondelet Gas Light Com- 
pany, under its =~charter and contract, 
will assert its right to lay mains 
and furnish gas and light the streets at $37 per 
lamp-post per annum util 1905. 

The Carondelet Gas Licht Company was incor- 
poratedon March 3, 1857. For some reason 
notbing was dove towards building works or lay- 
ing pipes, under the charter, until April of 1874, 
when the company was reorganized with John M. 
Krum, as President, and Thomas C. Hogan, as 
Secretary. Ou the 2th day of July, 1874, ordi- 
nance No. 9,187, entitled an ordinanee to provide 
for the lighting ofthe southern portion of St. 
Louis with gas, became a law through the failnre 
of the Mayor w—_isc sign or reject 
it. There were some informalities claimed, 
and to be perfectly safe in 1875 
av ordinance was introdu cea repealing the law of 
the previous year, and vow in the records as No. 
9,456, entiliea, “An ordinance to provide for the 
lighting of the Southern portion of the City of 
St. Louis with gas and to repeal, etc., etc.” 

THE MAIN FEATURES 
of this ordinance are as [vliows: 

Section one authorizes the making of a contract 
between the city of St. Louts of the first part and 
the Carondelet Gas Light Company of the second 
part, and witnesseth, first, that said gas light com- 
pany agrees and covenants with saia city, that it 
will Keep in good repair and supply all the public 
lamps, lamp-posts and burners now 
erected, or to be hereafter erect- 
ed in such district or part of 
the city to be occupied by it and light, extinguish, 
and clean the same, keep the lamps at the cor- 
ners or intersection of streets plainly labeled and 
lettered ; and the cily agrees to pay said company 
for such cleaning, lighting and extinguishing, $7 
per annum for each lamp, and $30 per annuum for 
the gas consumed in each lamp. The company 


vear, and three additional lamps shall be erected 
on each new biock of 300 feet front. The fourth 
clause of the section says, “lt is further agreed 
aud coyenanted that the price of gas per 1,000 
cubic feet shall at no time exceed 
$5 25 for one thousand cubic feet,” 
‘Lhe fifth clause declares that this contract shall 
continue ia fercetor thirty yearsfrom anand after 
the date of approval, unless it be sooner deter- 
mined by the fual judgment of a competent court 
of this State on the question raised that this con- 
tract is in conflict with the tripartite agreement 
heretofore entered into between the City of St. 
Louis, the ot. Louis Gas Light Company and La- 
clede Gas Light Company ol said city, and in the 
event of such determination, this contract shall 
thereupon termiuate, and thecity of St. Louis 
shall not be liable in any way thereunder, and the 
Cuy Council of said city shail thereupon have the 
right to repeal the ordinance under which this 
contract is made and abrogate the rights and privi- 
leges nereby granied: Provided, That said Oar- 
ondelet Gas Ligut oy my | shail, by the accept- 
ance of this ordinance, be bereby heid to agree to 
defend the city of St. Louis and hold it harmless 
against any ald ali claims and demands of Lhe St. 
Louis Gas Light Company, growing outof any 
conflict between this ordinance or the contract 
hereby autnorized, and the alorementioned tri- 
partite agreement between said city of St. Louis 
aud the Laciede Gas Light Company and the St. 
Louis Gus Light Company.”

by closely following the above, that nota word is 
said as to tue limits of the territory of the Caron- 
delet Company. “In such district or part of the 
city to be occupied by it,”’ disposes 
ol that matter, They are required Ww lay not less 
than amile of pipeeach year. They may lay as 
many wiles per annum as they chouse in excess. 
The contract runs until 1905. The company even 
has the privilege of charging $3 25 per thousand 
for gas. The St. Louis Gas Light Company might 
fight any extension of the Curoudelet company’s 
wains berth of Keokuk street, which bas been 
tacitiy agrecd between the parties at issue to be 
the dividiug line. ‘Tue frieudliest relations, bow- 
ever, e€Xist between the two companies, and a 
cuuple of years ago the St. Louis company very 
Kindly connected their mains and 
those of the Carondelet company. Un 
two occasions when tie Carondeiet Works met 
With sume accident, gas was supplied through 
their malus by the St. Louis Company. Perhaps a 
giance ai the list of officers who compose the 
Lbree gas Companies Will explain the [riendiy na- 
ture of this feeling:

The Cane-Growers Pass Resolu- 
tions forthe Benefit of Con- 
gress,

They Demand That the Tariff be Let 
Alone-No Reciprocity Treaty With 
Any Country and the Sandwich Islands 
in Particular—To-Day’s Proceedings. 


The Mississippi Cane Growers’ Association, as 
it was yesterday, or the National Cane Growers’ 
Association, asitis to-day, met this morning at 
9;30 o’clock. The most important work done yes- 
terday afternoon was the changing of the name 
and enlargement of the scope of the association, 


and the appointment of a cummittee to draw up 
a new coustitution and by-laws. The recular pro- 
gramme was taken up this morning, beginning 
with the tepic “Planting. Fertilizing and Cuiltiva- 
tion.” Mr. Denning of Lafayette, bnd., was the 
first speaker. He said his idea of planting was to 
go not to exceed au inch beneath the soil. He 
would have a grain driilto plavt tree rows ata 
time, and he explained the detail of the drill, The 
rows should be three feet apart. The 
best fertilizer was super-phosphate 
of lime. la the use. ot super- 
phosphates he believed it shouid be put with tie 
seed, either a littie below or a littie above, The 
cost of phosphates would be abvut $1 50 an acre. 

Prof. Wiiey said that for cane-crowing a quick 
fertilizer had to be used, consequently he favored 
superphosphates. The great benefit of this fer- 
tilizer was in the quick growth of thecane. In 
regard tothe amveunt per acre some used 100 

unds, oihers 300 pounds. Tne quantity did not 
nerease or depreciate the yield. All tuat the 
phosphates did was to stimulate the growth of 
the cane. A gain of two weeks in time of ripen- 
ing often saved the crop. 

Mr. Price, of Lilinvois, said that the fertilizer 
shoulu be planted invariably in the bill, as when 
itis sown broadcast it e€ucourages Weeds as well 
as cane. 

Mr. Henry, of Missouri, said he was surprisea 
that there wereso few representatives of the 
State at this convention. Almost all through 
Missouri cane-milis could be secn, and 
he wondered why these care-pro- 
ducers were pot here to tell the 
convention about their work. The best way to 
plant was to first plant the ground, theu harrow 
it. Tworows were sufficient. About twoand a 
half fect should be beiween rows, The sirongest 
sacchariue Cane Was grown Ol gravely svil. Cane 
planted about tie lstof May would be ready in 
August or September; planted in Juve it would 
be ready in OUciover. In Missouri there was no 
pecessiiy of fertilizing, as the soll was perfect. 

Mr. Ashland of Lilinois recommended plowing, 
harrowing, and then plauting with a planter. 

Mr. Furnace of Lilipois said thathe being a 
nurseryiman for twenty-five years had his own 
ideas of planting. He first saw that the ground 
was prepared. Then he built a planter on his 
own pian, aud he descrived the plan. The cane 
was sowu by this plauter and always came out 
weil, 

A number of other centlemen spoke on this 
topic. The president suid tuat be had no douvt 
that if planting were done in the fall the product 
would be much better. 

The subject of “secds, Hybridization,ete.,” was 
taken up. Prof. Wiley saiu the mutter of seeds 
was of tie greatest Lnporiauce. They should 
uever be pl. nted without previous testing. 
seed should be sciecied in the first piace, and 
then selections should be made Trom this selec- 
tion. The way to test the seed was iv put it in 
syrup ofa uensity of 27 degrees Beaune; the 
good seed will gotothe botiom. Le should be 
taken srom there, washed and then planted. 

Mr. Givbs of Chicago called attention to the 
experiments that had been made in the improve- 
ment of seed wheat. In each bead of Wheat there 
were some grains vastly more prolife thau oth- 
ers. It was found y seleciing the best 
cram and repeating ihe selection 
that a quullty of seed could be obtained 
which wes wonderiully prolific. It was possible 
thai a like improvemeut could be nade in a care- 
ful selection of sorghum, 

The committee to confer with the Louisiana 
delegation then made a report, which, being of an 
extremely important vature, 1s given in full, as 
luliows:

A COURT SCANDAL. 


The Wife of Prince Frederick Charles 
Threaten’ Divorce Proceedings. 
Berlin Cable to the Herald. 


Court circles in Berlin are stirred to their 
profoundest depths by a seandal which in- 
volves in its meshes the two proud houses of 
Hobenzoliern and Anhalt. the alleged cul- 
prit Js no less a personage than Prince Fred- 
erick Charlies Nicholax, the nephew of the 
Emperor, and one of the most distinguished 
generals of the Franco-Prussian war. His 
wile, the Princess Marie Anne, daughter of 
the Duke Leopold yr in: of Anhalt, 
lately discovered what she Considers con- 
clusive evidence of the Prince’s indiscretion 
with a lady who is prominent in the court of 
the Eimpress Augusta, but whose name has 
not been allowed io trauspire. Lt is almost 
certain thatthe Priuce’s escapade is a thing 
of the past. 

A TERRIBLE SCENE. 

The Princess, however, seeas to have con- 
vineed herseif that she had reason to cum- 
plain of, tue Prinee. She confronted him 
with the proofs of his thoughticssness. A 
terrible scene resuited. ‘The storm of auger 
which possessed the Princess lashed tue 

rince to lury and bitter criminations were 
exchanged. 

The upshot of the row was that Prince 
Frederick Charies absolutely refused tu coin- 
ply with the demaud of the Princess that he 
should’ refuse to speak to the lady in ques- 
tion, and that the Princess theatened to pro- 
secute him in the pubiic courts for a divorce. 

THE EMPEROR AS ARBITER. 

There have been as yet no public proceed- 
ings regarding the scandal and the Berlin 
hewspapers coutain only the vaguest allus- 
ions to the afiair. It is kuown, however, that 
Prince Frederick Charlies has submitter the 
question to his august uncie, the Emperor, 
and agreed tu abide bv his decision as the 
head of the Hoheuzollera family. ine Em- 
peror has issued an order, in which, after 
expressing his profound sorrow for the oc- 
curreuee of such a depiorabie disagreement, 
he decides that.a suit for divorce cannot be 
permitted, but that a separation may be ar- 
ranged after due provisiun has been made to 
protect the beritage rights of the Priveess 
and her offspring. 


English and French in Canada. 
From the Montreal Witness. 


There is generally supposed to be some 
great scheme afvot to secure this guod land 
for the Frénch. It is said that when a farin 
is for sale it not uncommonly happens that a 
Frenci: buyer is willing to give a very much 
higher-priee foritthan any English buyer 
would feel justified in giving, and the moncy 
is said to be often obtained through one 
channel or another through ecclesiastical 
sources. Of course, it pays Al. le cure to add 
to the tithabie property of his parish by get- 
ting it into French hands, and a small inter- 
est vtherwise cau be made up to himin this 
way. ‘There may be no deeper policy in the 
matter than this, Sucha poiicyof acquisi- 
tion would certainly be a very powerlu! one, 
asit works withthe forces of nature, the 
English being less able to make ends meet at 
hume and more ready to goabroad. But it 
would not be a wise one. The tlergy 
would net be better off with a homogeneous 
Frenen population. Without tie English 
bugbear they would almost immediately lose 
control of a people now Kept ducile by nur- 
sery taies of his ferocity and bigvtry. The 
French peopie would not Certainly be better 
off by the loss of their thriving neighbors, 
and we doubt if the English would be muciu 
benefited =by the exile. For the sake of all 
parties, then, we should not advise much 
urgency in the promution of this policy. 


Climbing the Himalayas.

Some little time ago a party of English 
tourists set out, accompanied by two well- 
kuown Grindelwald guides, boss and Kaulf- 
mann, On A mountaineering expedition in 
the Himalayas.

As to Mount Everest, a height of 
a@bre tuan 40,000 feet, and which is situated 
in the Provi.ce of Nepaul, we contented our- 
seives With contemviating it from a distance 
of about twenty leagues. The entrance to 
Nepaul is stricily furbidden to E.\iropeans, 
and especiaily to the Eugtish, From the 
Suinmit of the Kabru we saw two mountains 
almost aS bigh as tie Everest, eich of the 
altitude of about 30,000 feet, or doubdle that 
of Munt Bianc.”’

QUEER ANIMALS. 


A puma in the Blue Mountain vicinity, re- 
cently jumped forty feet. 

A sailor on the brig Mascar, struck by a 
flying garnard off Sand Key light, was 
kancked down and nearly killed. 

A heloderma, the American poisonous liz- 
ard from Montana, killeda rattlesnake in a 
pitch battle. It was two feet long. 

Among the collection of lizards at the 
Smithsonian are some remarkavle seckos. 
One has a tail that mimics the bark of a 
tree upon which it lJives. In another the 
tail resembles a leaf, and as such is used as a 
protection. itis also thrown off if occasion 
requires. 

The great auk that was supposed to, have 
become extinct about fifty years ago may 
vet be in the land of the living, as a_ speci- 
men was found as late as 1870 and sold tu au 
Australian collector for $200. ‘The one in 
the Museum at Central Park, perfect with 
an egg, cost over $800. 

A limestone discovered near Salt Lake 
strikes fire at the slightest biow, and has 
been named Hell Fire Rock. The miner who 
first observed it was utterly demoralized and 
thought he had struck the “‘infernal re- 


| gions,” every biow of the hammer producing 


a flash of light blue light. 

A collector lately unearthed in New Zeal- 
and an ancient swamp, in which were over 
seven tons of bones belonging to the gigantic 
extinet birds of this region. ‘These creatures 
were wingless and attained a height of nine 
or ten feet, Their eggs have been, found 
buried in the graves of the aucient ri. 

Yale College has received a new fossil rep- 
tile, the tip of whose tail bears a veritable 
membranous paddie, supported by numerous 
radiating bones. it was probably used as a 
rudder. The specimen has been named 
ramphorhynehus Phyllurus, and shows the 
membrane of the wing and paddle perfectly. 

A bird (amblyoruis) discovered in Austra- 
lia not only builds a hut but forms a garden 
about it, planting fresh flowers of brilliant 
colors every day upon a grass plot prepared 
for the purpose. As soon as withered or de- 
cayed the flowers are removed. The bird 
shows much greater constructive ability 
than many human tribes. 

In certain countries in South America 
birds are kept to tend flocks as dogs are 
here. The bird generaliy used is the chana, 
an allied form to the horned screamers. It 
is extremely pugnacious, darting at dogs or 
other birds when they approach its charge, 
driving them away with loud cries and 
sturdy blows from the beak and tail. 

The list of animals that have become ex- 
tinct Within the memory of man is large and 
interesting. Within fifty vears the great 
auk aud Labrador duck have been extirpated 
on our coast, and within two hundred years 
the gigantic rbytina. In the West Indies 
numbers of smal! birds have died out. In 
other countries the dudo, the solitaire, tae 
notornis and various parrots. 


BRAINS AMONG BRUTES.

A Jittle terrier in Chicago made a dash for 
a monkey Delunging to an itinerant organ 
grinder seated upon a bank within tlie 
grounds of a house. The monkey, who was 
attired in a jacket and hat, awaited the onset 
with such uimdisturbed tranquillity that the 
dog ha.ted within a few feet of him to recon- 
noitre. Both animais took a lung, steady 
look at cach other, but the dog was evidently 
recovering from his surprise, and about to 
make a spring at the intruder. At this crit- 
ical juncture the monkey, who had remained 
perfectly quiet hitherto, raised his paw agd 
gracefully saluted by lifting his hat. - The 
effect was magical; the dog’s head and tail 
dropped, and ne sneaked vif and entered the 
house, refusing to leave it till he was satis- 
fied that the polite but mysterious guest had 
departed.

IL don’t know what they bad 
Ww say about one another, but it Was agreed to 
fights it out. A stand-off Marquis of Queensbury 
figut was agreed on. We cleared the room and 
made a ring. Bond and Powers picked vut a second 
exch aud they agreeu on tue referee. No, | ain’t 
going to give you ihe names of the sevouus or the 
relerce elther. Well, they stripped down to un- 
dershirt and punts and time was 
callea. Afier that they fought fiiteen of 
the purtiest rounds you ever saw outside of the 
professional ring. Bond KDOWSs how to handle 
his dukes, and so ducs Powers. The proprietor 
ot the Louse nected as referee. They were willing 
io leave the ‘bitting up the stuff’ to him, but le 
wouldn’t have auyiuwing to do with that part of 
the progranime, but be was willing to referee ihe 
fight. They squared off on the first round, bur 
were tou mad aud made passes at each otuer that 
didn’t count fur much.

It didn’t do any 
barin, bUL served Lo Wind bim and ieft him rather 
used up ior the fourteenth, in which Powers 
opened with just as tresna felot asif he was 
beginuing, although both were pretly well winded. 
Boud had got 00 much bvoze under bis skin by 
Luis Lime aad ihe first thing ne kvew he didn’t 
KnOoW anviiing. Powers caughi bim right in ihe 
eye again, and if you see him in jail to-day 
you’li nd both his peepers in mourulog. The 
fifteenth round wound it up. Powers everlast- 
ugly pasted Bond, wio was getting excited and 
buuzy before he got in a good rap on Powers, but 
be got puid Dack in douvie quick order.
